Miss Jacobs' essay follows: 
One of the three original counties 
of Pennsylvania was Chester, form­ 
ed 1882. 
Prom the arca known as 
Che ter county the western portion 
wi s' desginated as Lancaster county 
17:9 which was the first county to 
be formed in addition to the three 
original counties of Philadelphia, 
Bucks and Chester. 
The western 
P elio n of Lancaster county in 1749 
wrs designated as York county and 
,h s area was reduced by the pres­ 
en 
Adams county in 1800. 
Which 
re* ans that the area now known as 
A< arm county was a part of Chester 
co mty 1682-1729: a portion of Lan­ 
a i -ter 1729-1749 and a part of York 
1719-1800. 
‘The 
new 
county 
created 
was 
named in honor of the then presi­ 
dent of the United States. Adams. 
The act of the legislature creating 
Adams county is of date January 
22 . 1800. 
First W hite Settler 
"Captain John Hanson Stedm an 
was the first permanent white set­ 
tler on the lands west of the Sus­ 
quehanna river. 
He was born at 
Gruy's Landing, now within the lim­ 
it 
of the city of Philadelphia, in j 
It .5 
of 
Swedish 
parentage. 
He j 
spoilt the early part of his life as an 
lr dxan 
trader 
in 
Maryland 
and I 
Pi nnsylvania during which time he * 
tr iveled about and gathered furs for j 
sale. 
In 1718 he was about sixty- 
three 
years 
old 
and 
traveling i 
ti rough the forest to the various 
Indian villages became a task be­ 
en use of his advancing years. 
It 
was then that he permanently set­ 
tle d In what is now the southern 
ei d of Adams county. 
In 1718 the 
d -lunation of the land grant upor 
w itch 
he 
settled 
was 
Lancaster 
ci mty and. since his death occurred 
in 1749, this area was. during the 
ei tire residence of Stedm an, known 
a. I4tncaster county. 
Captain John Hanson Stedm an 
w^s an interpreter for the founder. 
WIL lam Penn, and it was directly 
fr un William Penn he received the 
grant of land of two hundred acres 
upon which he made his home. The 
si e is near the Mason-Dixon* line in 
Liberty 
township, 
Adams county 
lr 1924 the Pennsylvania Historical 
ccm mission; the Swedish Colonial 


society and citizens of Adams coun­ 
ty erected a tall native stone to 
which is attached a bronze tablet 
reciting the prominent role this pio­ 
neer played in the early history not 
only of the small area now' known as 
Adams but the entire state of Penn­ 
sylvania and Maryland. 
"The evidence of Captain S ted ­ 
man confirming the statements of 
the Indians as to the dividing line 
of the territory of William Penn and 
Lord Baltimore fixed the present 
position cf tile Mason and Dixon 
line. 
This evidence was accepted 
in the English Court of Chancery 
in 1740 as the deposition of the guest 
and correspondent of William Penn. 
Steelman was present at Pennsbury, 
as the guest of William Penn, short­ 
ly before embarking for England in 
1701. It was at this conference that 
all treaties made by the founder oi 
our state were confirmed with the 
Indians. William Penn died in Eng­ 
land 1718 which was the same year 
iii which Captain Steelman took up 
his re idence upon the grant of 
land received of Penn himself. Hence 
in 1740 when the heirs of Penn and 
Lord Baltimore attempted to fix 
the boundary line Captain Steelman 
yet lived and was settled upon a 
tract oi land which he full well knew 
vias owned by Penn and therefore 
must be north of the boundary line 
of Pennsylvania. 
This is all that 
prevented much of what is now Ad­ 
ams 
county. 
Pennsylvania 
being 
made a portion of Maryland. 
"Captain John Hanson Steelman 
is the only outstanding character of 
the early Adams county history who 
is honored by a marker. 
It was 
dedicated Saturday, November 29. 
1924. 
An 
Indian. 
Chief 
Strong 
Wolfe, pronounced the invocation to 
the Great Spirit. 
Honorable Axel 
Wallenberg, minister of Sweden to 
the United States, and Amandus 
Johnson. Swedish historian, repre­ 
sented Sweden and delivered ad­ 
dresses in honor of their country­ 
man, Steelman. 
‘ H au.e Hamilton, the first sheriff 
of Y-rk county 1749 while Adams 
Wad an intimate friend of Captain 
Hanson Stedm an and was adminis­ 
trator of the estate when Steelman 
died 
in 
1749. 
Hance 
Hamilton 
eventually settled along the Cone- 
wago 
creek 
in 
northern 
Adams 
county. 
"Duiing the French and Indian 
war Hance Hamilton raised a com­ 
pany of 200 men in Adams county 
and was their captain. 
On March 
4, 1756, at McCord's Fort he engaged 
the Indians, suffering severe looses 
but routing them. 
"Captain 
Hance 
Hamilton 
was 
commissioned a captain on January 


; 16, 1756. 
He died in 1772, Si years 
of age. 
At the close of his life the 
area now known as Adams county 
was yet known as York. 
•Hance Hamilton’s men in 1756 
1 with Adams county boys manned j 
I Fort Littleton, near McConnelsburg. 
They helped cut the Forkes road to 
I relieve Colonel George Washington 
"Another outstanding 
figure 
in j 
Adams county history was a soldier 
in Captain Doudels's company called j 
Walter Cruise. 
He was taken a 
prisoner by the British and sent to 
England, where he was regarded as 
i a great curiosity. He was imprisoned 
there for a time and finally being 
) released met the secret agent of the 
colonies who aided him to escap e. 
from England bearing important dis­ 
patches to General Washington. 
"When asked if he were willing to 
risk the attempt of such escape and 
i the risk of capture with such im ­ 
portant 
documents, 
his 
reply 
as 
, great as that of Hale was, ‘My life 
: is at the service of my country.’ He 
landed at Halifax and made his way 
to General Washington to whom he j 
delivered the secret papers which 
told of the arrangements made by 
England to send an army of Ger- 
| man Hessians to America. 
It was 
largely due to these dispatches car- ' 
ried by a native son of Adams coun­ 
ty, that greater efforts were made 
by the colonists to meet and over- 
1 come the new foe and to bring the j 
war to a successful end.

Stevens, 
son of a Vermont shoe maker <1792-

He at once 
became a leader of the bar. He was 
for several years a town councilman. 
a member of the legislature where 
he became the lather of the Penn­ 
sylvania free schools (1834). 
• He was a criminal lawyer with 
few equals and no superiors of his 
time, 
He entered 
Congress 
1849, 
and was the one man great enough 
to rule Congress, the Senate and 
the president. 
Here he won 
the 
distinguishing sobriquet of the great 
commoner. He was the first and the 
last of his name known ta history. 
• Another outstanding figure of Ad­ 
ams county was Reverend Michael 
Schlatter, 
a 
German 
Reformed 
minister, who was sent 
to Amer­ 
ica as a missionary at the expense 
of the synod of Amsterdam in 1746 
He organized the school at Krentr 
Kirche. now Christ church, in what 
is now Union township. 
"Robert 
H arp er issued the first 
paper published in the county, No­ 
vember 12, 1800 
First 
Killed In B attle 
"The first may killed at G ettys­ 
burg during the battle period was 
a man by the name of Sandot*. Ho 
was killed June 26. 1863. on the 
Baltimore pike. 
He, too, was a n a­ 
tive son of Adams county. 
• J o Judge David Wills of G ettys­ 


burg belongs the credit of having 
inaugurated, the idea of the National 
1 cemetery, at Gettysburg. 
Eighteen 
I states were represented by an in­ 
corporator, who had been designated 
by the respective governors. 
Each 
state promptly responded, eager to 
bear its portion of the sacred char­ 
ity 
It was at the dedication that 
Lincoln delivered his famous ora­ 
tion.

Schmucker w-as the first professor 
of the theological seminary ai G et­ 
tysburg. 1862.
